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House Committee Action The House Rules Committee on July 18 tabled all three of the 
May Kill Higher Education major education bills before it, an action which may mean the 
Bill and NDEA For 1961 end for this legislation in 1961. In addition to the motion 


to table by Rep. Colmer (Dem., Miss.), defeat of the bills 
in the Rules Committee was cemented by a parliamentary maneuver rarely used in the House 
when Rep. Colmer then asked for reconsideration of the vote, and Rep. Brown (Rep., Ohio) 
moved to table that motion also. 


The bills affected are (1) the School Bill (H.R. 7300, aid for school construction and 
teacher salaries), (2) the Higher Education Bill (H.R. 7215, with $300 million annually for 
five years for loans and grants for college academic facilities, and an average of $50 
million annually for scholarships), and (3) the National Defense Education Act extension and 
revision (H.R. 7904--for details see this Bulletin No. 26, July 12, 1961.) 


Administration education leaders had placed the School Bill, as the one expected to 
face most opposition, first for action. It passed the Senate, but on the House side was 
held in the Rules Committee. Some RulesiCommittee members had said no action would take. 
place until both the Higher Education Bill and the NDEA Bill were also before the Committee. 
The action on July 18 to table all three bilis, while not altogether unexpected in view of 
statements in the public press, comes as a heavy blow to the entire education community. 


Colleges and universities with interest in this legislation may wish to make their con- 
cern known in ways that seem appropriate. It is believed the Administration will try to 
find a way to give new life to its education program, but there is danger that the Higher 
Education Bill will run a poor third in priority of attention unless Representatives and 
Senators hear from their college and university constituencies. 


College Housing Interest The College Housing Loan Program interest rate as of July l, 
Rate Declines Slightl 1961, is 3-3/8 percent. The reduction of 1/8 of 1 percent 
As Of J 1, 1961 from the 1960-61 rate of 34 percent results from a drop in 


the average interest rate on the total interest-bearing debt 
of the United States as of Jume 30, 1961, when the annual re-calculation was made as re- 
quired by law. 


This new lower rate applies to all applications which receive reservations of funds on 
and after July 1. The new lower rate does not apply to applications for which reservations 
of funds had been made prior to July l. 


The Community Facilities Administration of the Housing and Home Finance Agency reports 
that during fiscal 1961, which ended June 30, 337 new applications amounting to $372 million 
were filed. During the same period 286-loans were approved for $333 million. 


Upon completion of construction, approximately 339,000 students, student families and 
faculty will be housed in the facilities proposed under the approved loans to date. 


As of June 30, 1961, housing accommodations had been completed for 221,027 students 


| and faculty, and accommodations for 58,978 additional students were under construction. 


On June 30, 1961, a total of 2,397 applications amounting to $2,392 million had been 
received since the inception of the program. Of these, 1,402 applications for $1, 394 
million had been fully approved, 249 in the amount of $293 million had reservations of funds 
and 40 for $42.5 million were pending. 
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Tne Housing Act of 1961 increases the College Housing loan authorization by 
$300,000,000 a year for the next four years. This action will permit eligible 
institutions to plan their housing and related facility needs on a long range basis. 


Senate By 79-5 Vote On July 14, after long debate the Senate passed by 
Passes New Bill On rolleall vote of 79-5 the Mutual Educational and Cultural 
Educational Exchange Exchange Bill, S. 1154, introduced by Senator J. W. 


Fulbright (D-Ark.). In his opening speech on June 27 in 
support of the measure, Senator Fulbright reviewed in detail the accomplishments 
made possible by the earlier Fulbright and Smith-Mundt educational exchange acts, 

and declared the time had come to revise and extend the provisions of these laws. 


Senator Fulbright rejected emphatically the notion that the educational 
exchange programs of the United States government should be used as instruments of 
the cold war. Rather, he urged that educational exchanges be used to make a 
positive contribution to effective foreign policy. Concerning the role of higher 
education, Senator Fulbright said: 


"Clearly we have as much to learn about and from other peoples as they do 
about and from us. Our colleges and universities increasingly find that their 
resources are not adequate for the vital task of giving their students necessary 
information about new countries and cultures, much less about long-established 
lands with great traditions. Moreover, the United States Government constantly 
calls on those institutions for needed services abroad, but does little to replenish 
the reservoir of talent which is drawn upon, or even to insure that such services 
will be available on call. Im many instances, there is no way for our universities 
to obtain resources which they must have other than by including foreign scholars 
and teachers among their faculties." 


Restriction On Payment Of Expenses 


Although few Senators opposed the bill outright, there were concerted efforts 
to attach restrictive amendments including a motion to recommit the bill. Thus by 
a rollcall vote of 47-42 the Senate adopted an amendment by Senator Karl Mundt 
(R-S.Dak.) to eliminate provisions for payment of the expenses of bringing dependents 
of exchange visitors to the United States. At present, the Secretary of State has 
limited discretionary authority to pay dependents' allowances in the case of Americanil 
professors or lecturers: going to other countries. This authority is based on an ; 
interpretation of existing law by the Comptroller-General of the United States. In 
debate on the Mundt amendment, Senator Fulbright expressed concern that striking 
such authority from S. 1154 would cause the Comptroller-General to reverse his 
ruling, thereby removing even the limited authorization to pay dependents’ expenses. 


Senator Mundt also proposed an amendment to continue the requirement that 
appointments to the U.S. Advisory Commission on Educational Exchange be limited to 
a fixed number of persons from one political party. This amendment was countered 
by @ proposal from Senator Fulbright that appointments to the Commission be made on 
@ non-partisan basis. The Fulbright amendment to the Mundt amendment was carried 
by a rolleall vote of 56-34. 


Effort To Delay Bill Voted Down 
Prior to considering the Mundt amendments, the Senate rejected by rollcall 
vote of 17-71 a motion by the Minority Leader, Senator Everett M. Dirksen (R-I11.), 
to recommit the bill for further study. 


The Senate bill as amended and passed has been referred to the House Committee 
on Foreign Affairs which still has pending before it the Hays-McDowell bills 
(HR5203 and 5204) introduced as companion bills to 5.1154. Hearings have been

Nearly 1500 NDEA U. S. Commissioner of Education Sterling M. McMurrin has 
Graduate Fellows awarded fellowships to 1,491 graduate students under terms 
For 1961-62 Named of Title IV of the National Defense Education Act. Nine 

. additional fellowships will be awarded in the near future, 
bringing the total awards for the 1961-62 academic year to 1,500. 


The purpose of the National Defense Graduate Fellowship Program is to increase 
the number and quality of students preparing for college teaching and to strengthen 
graduate facilities. 


146 Graduate Schools Included 


The fellows will be studying in 526 new or expanded graduate programs pre- 
viously approved by the commissioner at 146 graduate schools. Awards have been 
made on the basis of recommendations of these graduate schools. 


Of the 1,491 awards, 6 are for one year of study, 107 are for two years, and 
1,378 are for three years. The fellows receive stipends of $2,000 in the first 
year of study, $2,200 in the second, and $2,400 in the third, together with an 
allowance of $400 for each dependent. 


Awards have been made in a wide variety of fields. Thirty-nine percent of the 
fellowships are in scientific and technical subjects -- 13 percent in biological 
sciences, 16 percent in physical sciences, and 10 percent in engineering. Twenty- 
six percent of the awards are in the humanities, 27 percent in the social sciences, 
and 8 percent in education. 


Institutions Receive $2,500 Grants 


For each fellow studying in an approved program, the graduate school receives 
a grant of up to $2,500 to pay for the cost of the new or expanded program. Names 
of the 1,491 students awarded fellowships, their courses of study and the institu- 
tions they are to attend are available upon request to the Commissioner of Education. 


NSF Solicits Applications Applications are now being accepted in two National 
For Science Fellowships Science Foundation graduate-level fellowship programs: 
In Many Areas Of Study Cooperative Graduate Fellowships for the academic 

year 1962-1963, and Summer Fellowships for Graduate 
Teaching Assistants, for the summer of 1962. Applications for Cooperative Graduate 
Fellowships must be received by the participating institutions by November l, 1961; 
applications for Summer Fellowships, December 8, 1961. 
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Now entering their fourth year of operation, the two fellowship programs are ad- 
ministered cooperatively by the National Science Foundation and institutions of higher 
education in the United States which confer doctoral-level degrees in mathematics, 
engineering, and the sciences. One hundred and sixty-five institutions will participate 
in the Cooperative Graduate Fellowship program and all but six of these will also par- 
ticipate in the program of Summer Fellowships for Graduate Teaching Assistants. 


Applications Originate In Institutions 


In both programs, individuals apply through the participating institutions for 
initial evaluation by local faculty committees, and all applications are then forwarded 
to NSF. Panels of scientist-scholars appointed by the National Academy of Scienceés- 
National Research Council perform final evaluation. At both levels of review and evalua. 
tion, as well as in the final selection of Fellows by the Foundation, ability is the 
sole criterion for making judgments. 


The fellowships will be offered for study or work in the mathematical, physical, 
medical, biological and engineering sciences, anthropology, economics (excluding business 
administration), geography, the history and philosophy of science, psychology (excluding 
clinical psychology), and sociology (not including social work). Also included are 
interdisciplinary areas which are comprised of overlapping fields among two or more 
sciences (for example, biophysics, geochemistry, meteorology, and oceanography). 


Stipends At $2,400 For Full Year 


A Cooperative Graduate Fellow will receive a stipend of $2400 for a full year's 
tenure or $1800 for the academic year. His institution may augment this basic stipend 
by as much as $1000 for 12 months or $750 for 9 months. A Summer Fellow in the Graduate 
Teaching Assistant program will receive a stipend ranging between $50 and $75 per week, 
the exact amount to be determined by his institution.

McMurrin Announces A special program for improving instruction in Spanish and 
Plans To Strengthen Portuguese and related studies in both schools and colleges 
Instruction In Spanish has been announced by the U.S. Commissioner of Education, 


Dr. Sterling M. McMurrin. 


The Latin American Studies Program, to be implemented by the Office of Education 
under the Language Development Program of the National Defense Education Act, will in- 
clude language and area centers for the support of instruction at graduate schools in 
Spanish, Portuguese, and related studies; graduate and postdoctoral fellowships for stu- 
dents undertaking advanced training in a Latin American language; and special institutes 
for elementary and secondary school teachers of Spanish and Portuguese, to be conducted 
by U.S. institutions in Latin American countries. 
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
